5 ° The Electoral Bill Still Before

the Assembly.

NL LEDftU-ROLLIN ON THE FRANCHISE.

M. Thiers foe Feace and Accord with
"Ihe Wishes of Europe."

Paris, June 8,1874.
In the Assembly to-day debate on the Electoral

bill was continued.
M. Ledru Rollin made the principal speech of

the sitting. He denied that "the Assembly had the
right to alter the lranohise. The present system or

general elections snould not be touched, nor should
any other be substituted therefor; the plebls-
cltum, which 6onie Invoked, was a parody of
onlveisai suffrage."
At this point there were loud protetts from the

Bonapartlst benches and cheers from the Lelt.
The noise and confusion were so great that the

speaker could not be heard for some minutes.
When the excitement had subsided >1. Ledru

Rollln resumed. Alluding to the latlurc of the

majority to restoro a monarchy or even form a

government, he deolareil that the Assembly, being
powerless to constitute a monarchy, should main¬
tain the Republic, which had never been seriously
tried, and he concluded by urging "a speedy disso¬
lution of the Chamber."

M. Tillers for Peaceful Accord with tlie
"Wishes of Europe."

Paris, June 3, 1874.
Ex-President Thiers to-day received a deputa¬

tion of Frenchmen from Peru, and in reply to their
address, said be "believed in the maintenance of

peace, which was in accordance with the wishes
of Europe."

The Great Holiday Race

ol England.

"GEORGE FREDERICK" THE WINNER.

How Epsom Downs Looked Dur¬
ing the Event.

London, Jane 8, 1874.
The great race of the year in this, country, the

run for the Derbv Stakes, took place on Epsom
Downs to-day, and was won by Mr. tv. S. Cart-
wrlghi's chestnut colt Geornc Frederick. Lord
Roscbcrry's (lorrnerly Sir Tatron Sykes') brown
colt Couronne de Fer, which since yesterday
morning has been tlio favorite for the race, took
the second money. Lord Falmouth's chestnut
colt Atlantic, Hie victor in the Two Thousand
Guineas, and which up to yesterday morning was
the favorite, cams m third,
There were 2j srarters out ol 212 subscribers.
Tiic betting Just before the commencement of

the race was 8 to l against George Frederick,
4 to 1 agatust Couronne de Fer and 11 to 1 against
Atlantic.
The weather was delightful and very favorable

for the race. The number of people that congre¬
gated at Epsotji to witness the sport is said to
have been larger than ever beiore. The heglra
from London to Ersom, which is about twenty
miles distant In Surrey, commenced early in the
morning aud continued lor hours. The metropolis
during the day piesentcd a Sunday-like appear¬
ance, Parliament having adjourned aud It being
a quasi holiday on tlie Stock Exchange. The two

railway lines connecting London with Epsom
Downs, which, under ordinary circumstances, are

reasonably deserted, were crammed with passen¬
gers, wnile the carriage road was filled with a

seething tide of humanity. Everything that went
on wheels was at a premium. The vehicles were
four deep and police and spectators lined the way
lrom one end to the other.

He won the Municipal Stakes of £800 at
Doucaster, boating Apology, 5 iuriong9 152 yards,
carrying 122 lbs.; was third in tne SweeaBtakes at
Doucaster, 6 lurlongs, won by Farustleld. lie won
tne Boscawen stakes at Newmarket, £400, 5 fur.
longs 140 yards, and lie also won the Twenty-slxtii
Triennial Produce Stakes at Newmarket First
October Meeting, lie was not placed In the
Middle Park Plate at Newmarket, won by Newry,
and lost a place for the Criterion Stakes at New¬
market (Houghton Meeting), won hy Miss Tolo.

Proposed Termination of the Commer¬
cial Treaty with Belgium In the In¬
terest of American Shipping.
Nothing could better illustrate the decadence of

American shipping than a joint resolution which
wa-> passed by the House to-day to terminate the
treaty oetween Belgium and the United states of
July 17, 185*. At the time the treaty was made
American commerce waR flourishing, and it was
provided in article 4 that steam vessels of the
United Mates and oi Belgium engaged in regular
navigation between the United States and Bel-
giutn should bo exempt in both countries irom the
payment of duties ot tonnage, anchoi age. buoys
and lighthouses. About two years ago the An¬
twerp Hue was started, and wheu the Collector or
the Port oi New York demanded the tonnage tax
tho owners paid it under protest, pointing to the
fourth secllou above referred to. Tne question
was examined with great care at the Treasury De¬
partment, tho existence of such a provision being
until that time unknown. It was decided that the
tax already collected should be retunded
and the Collector instructel not to
attempt turther collections, Tha full history
of the case was nrst made pn lie In this corre¬
spondence, and attracted the attentiou of the Ger¬
man, French and English Ministers, who. on behalf
ol their respective governments. Insisted that the
steamship hues ol Great Britain, France and Ger¬
many were entitled to the same exemption as
the Belgium line, In accordance with the pro¬
visions of thy most favored nation ciausc
in all their commercial treaties. Foreign
companies owned alt of the ocean lines
except one. Thcro was no reciprocity in this ex-

empttou clause. The treaty has been lu operation
sixteen years, and twelve mouths'notice by either
government win terminate It. This being the only
wa7 tue foreign steamship companies can be de¬
prived of the benefits oi the exemption clause, It
Is proposed to termluate the treaty, and the Joint
resolution is now pending in the Senate.
